Tho girls woro not dis 
satisfied with their wages; they would 
liked to have had more, but they were 
doing very well, and considering the 
business depression which generally pre- 
vailed over the country, they wero rea- 
sonably well satisfied with'thoir lot. But 
the order came to strike, and like slaves 
they submitted to the severe dictation of 
demagogues whose influence aro a curpo 
to the labor unions. An effort is being 
made to induce the girls at Yonkera to 
return to work jn spite of the order from 
the designing and selfish tricksters who 
control tho unions, and very likely the 
effort will snocaed. 


There is hardly au instance in the 


Unitsd States m which such strikes have 
resulted profitably to the strikers. Dur- 
ing the past ton years strikes. Lave cost 
the strikers of this country over twenty 
million dollars without any compensat- 
ing benefits.

Ittho bieaniEl system is wrong in prac- 
tice and bears no good rosulta, the puo- 
pie would soon fnd it out and demand a 
change, but we hear ot no complaints 
coming from the states ^here biennial 
sessions is the rule.

consin so far, and no complaints como 
from, anybody except from those who 
like to lounge in Madison evoiy winter 
instead of attending to thoir business at 
home. Tho Gazette is not fool-headed 
regarding biennial sessions. Whenever 
it is demonstrated by practical experi- 
ence that they are inoro jxpensivo and 
moro fruitless than annual sessions, tbou 
we faror a change.
